first major address ever made 


by William D. Hassett. But, 
nonetheless, it was what those 
who know him would have ex- 
pected from that gentle, kind 
and scholarly man who, at dusk 
on April 12, 1945, had announced 
to the press that F. D. R. had 
crossed over into eternity. 

That is to say, it was filled 
with the music of poetic thought 
and prose, and in it, too, was the 
tough truth, hard as the Ver- 
mont granite of Bill Hassett’s 
native state. 

“There’s a gnarled old oak 
tree that stands near a family 
mansion on the banks of the 
Hudson. A lithe and agile boy 
used to climb to its topmost 
branches. There he would look 
out on the water while his 
dreams rolled on with the rolling 
river, far out and far over the 
Seven Seas. 


Voyage 

“The thoughts of youth are 
long, long thoughts, but this 
boy’s were to carry him further 
than he knew. At last, when the 


voyage was over, the long 
thoughts of youth brought him 
back—not to the house overlook- 
ing the Hudson, which was still 
his home—-but to the simple cot- 
tage before which we are met to- 
gether—the Little White House— 
forever sanctified as the place 
whence his brave soul took its 
flight into the Unknown eight 
years ago today.... 

‘‘He was in fact already on the 
‘low, dark verge of life’ when 
we reached the Little White 
House on the evening of Good 
Friday. He was tired and the 
bright sunshine and the beauty 
of the Georgia springtime 
strengthened him in soul—but 
not in body. Yes, the. way had 
been long—the pilgrim was 
weary.” 

Those words fit well into the 
sound of wind in the Georgia 
pines and match the beauty of 
the dogwood that lights the dark 
depths of pineywoods and makes 
almost breathless with beauty 
some of the grassy slopes. 


Analysis 


Gently, with all the cavalier 
qualities of the gentleman-born, 
William Hassett told of how Roo- 
sevelt would say, as he planned 
something to alleviate human 
suffering in the dark depression 
days, ‘‘Now, we must keep gov- 
ernment out of this as much as 
possible.” 

Looking back at the record, 
the man who knew Roosevelt as 
did few men, and who helped 
with the preparation of speeches 
and state papers, said _ that 
Franklin Roosevelt, far from be- 
ing a socialist, was the most en- 
lightening proponent of the free 
enterprise system that this coun- 
try has known since the enact- 
ment of the Sherman Anti-trust 
Law at the turn of the century. 

. « “The two Roosevelts, 
F. D. R. and T. R., had this in 
common: they insvired among 
their followers all-out affection 
or implacable hatred.” 

Patiently and kindly the Ver- 
mont Democrat developed his 
point: 

“‘We have traveled a long way 
in the past 20 years. The wheel 
has come full circle. Indeed, 
President Eisenhower submitted 
to<-the Congress in the early 
weeks of his administration a 
proposal for a secretary of the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare. President 
Truman had advocated the cre- 
ation of this new Cabinet post for. 
eight years without congression- 
al support. Verily, ‘the mills of 
the Gods grind slowly.’... 

“Yes, we have traveled far in 
20 years. The present Republi- 
can administration, in control of 
both the White House and the 
Congress, is silent about the re- 
peal of any New Deal laws 
which, as the party in opposi- 
tion, they fought tooth and nail 
when they were pending in the 
national legislature.”’ 

There was more of it. William 
Hassett spoke out of affection 
and knowledge of his. subject 
such as few men have. 

“A tree is measured best when 
it is down”—and the measurers 
will be busy with F. D. R. for 
many years to come.

Big 3 Weigh 
Single, Wide 
Air Corridor

BERLIN, April 12—Britain, 
France and the United States 
have agreed to accept as the 
basis of discussion a Soviet pro- 
posal to combine the three Ber- 
lin air corridors if the resulting 
single corridor is wide enough, 
official sources said tonight. 

Last Tuesday at the opening of 


the Big Four safety confer- 
ence in East Beflin the Soviet 
delegation put forth a plan to 
unify the corridors into one broad 
lane wide enough so that Allied 
planes could easily stray out of 
it. The Soviet proposal did not 
specify the width despite the fact 
that early reports of the plan 
gave it as 60 miles—equal to 
the combined width of the three 
present lanes. 


SINGLE LANE 


Likewise the Russians did not 
pinpoint the location of the pro- 
posed single corridor although it 
was assured it would run due 
west from Berlin toward Hann- 
over. That is the route of the 
present center corridor and is 
close to the shortest distance 
between Barlin and West Ger- 
many. 

The other two corridors now 
run soluthwest to Frankfurt and 
northwest to Hamburg. 

The three corridors were estab- 
lished by four-power agreement 
at the end of World War I. Each 
is 20 miles wide and 10,000 feet 
high. On a number of occasions 
due to poor visibility, strong 
crosswinds or the long distance 
between radio beacons commer- 


strayed from these flight paths.

Dulles Asks 
Gradual End 
To Point 4

WASHINGTON, April 12-A)— 
Secretary of State Dulles has pro- 
posed gradual abandonment of 
most of the government’s Point 
Four program of technical aid 
to underdeveloped countries, it 
was disclosed today. 

He wants to replace it ‘‘as far 
as practicable” with programs 
developed by private companies 
and foundations, such as_ the 
Rockefeller Foundation, ‘“‘per- 
haps with some governmental 
help but not of great magnitude.’ 

While Dulles suggested the 
shift should be made “as rapidly 
as possible,” he said it could not 
be done with ‘‘such abruptness 
as to cause a great, serious 
shock”’ that might make foreign 
nations think this country does 
not “value their friendship or 
good relations.” 

Dulles’ view on Point Four aid, 
one of the major foreign policy 
programs of the Truman admin- 
istration, was: given to a House 
appropriations gubcommittee at a 
closed hearing March 18. The 
testimony was made public today, 

Government sources were cér- 
tain Dulles did not intend any im- 
mediate termination — or swift 
cutback—in the Point Four pro- 
gram.

SEOUL, Monday, April 13 ®— 
‘Sabre jets shot seven Communist 
MIGs out of the clear North Ko- 
rean skies and probably downed 
another in furious air battles Sun- 
day nearly eight miles up, the 
Fifth Air Force said. 

Air duels broke out when U. S. 

Thunderjets roared to within 10 
miles of the Communist MIG base 
at Antung, Manchuria, late Sunday 
and bombed a North Korean rail- 
road yard. 
Returning fighter-bomber pilots 
said they destroyed 27 boxcars and 
one building while a chain of ex- 
plosions rolled up towering col- 
umns of smoke and flames. 

While the screaming jet dog- 
fights fired the skies over North 
Korea, vicious ground fighting 
was reported across the front. 
South Koreans braved a shatter- 
ing Communist artillery barrage 
Sunday to recapture outpost 
Texas—a bloody hill that has 
changed hands 12 times since 
Easter Sunday. 

The South Koreans then dug 
in and beat off three strong 
enemy attacks.

WASHINGTON, April lL— 
President Eisenhower, in a dra- 
matic bid for greater hemispheric 
solidarity, announced today that 
he had namcd his brother, Dr. 
Milton Eisenhower, to be his 
personal emissary on a good- 
will and fact-finding mission to 
Latin America. 

The President disclosed his 
plans in an address to the council 
of the Organization of American 
States assembled to mark the 
begining of Pan American Week. 
The commemoration reaches its 
climax on Tuesday with Pan 
American Day. 


BRINGS WORD 

The President said his brother’: s 
assignment would include taking 
to each of the several American 
republics he visits ‘“‘the most 
sincere and warm greetings of 
this administration.”’ On his re- 
turn Dr. Eisenhower will recom- 
mend to the President and the 
State department ways ‘“‘for 
strengthening the bonds between 
us and all our neighbors in this 
Pan American Union.” 

General Eisenhower spoke for 
10 minutes before a capacity au- 
dience in the majestic Greco- 


»>!'Roman Hall of Americas in the 


Pan American Union Building, 
an audience that included the 
ambassadors of the 21 govern- 
ments of the Organization of 
American States on the dais. 


LATIN DRIVE 


The address was part of the 
administration’s campaign to 
mend what it regarded as a 
deterioration of relations between 
the United States and its Latin- 
American neighbors since the 
end of the last war, 

Dr. Eisenhower, president of 
Pennsylvania State College, is 
an authority on agricultural and 
economicde velopment who 
served in the Hoover, Roosevelt 
and Truman administrations. 

In his address today, the 
President appealed for hemi- 
spheric strength against the 
enemies of national freedom and 
economic stability. Without iden- 
tifying the Soviet Union or com- 
munism, he referred to ‘‘forces 
threatening this continent’”’ which 
“seek to bind nations not by 
trust but by fear.” 


BETTER WORLD 

Declaring that ‘“‘it is not pos- 
sible for this hemisphere to seek 
security or salvation in any kind 
of splendid isolation,’’ the Presi- 
dent called for the mobilization 
of “spiritual, cultural and ma- 
terial’ resources for the achieve- 
ment of ‘‘an even better world.”’ 
For their part, the govern- 
ment and the people of the United 
States, said General Eisenhower, 
have ‘‘a readiness, rarely match- 
ed in history, to help other na- 
tions improve their living stand- 
ards and guard their security.”’

First to arrive at the scene 
were Dr. L. S. Boyette, Byron 
Hill, Glenn Siniard, Paul Gill and 
Lewis Phillips of Ellaville. 


TOWED BOAT IN 


Phillips swam out into the lake, 
found the capsized boat and towed 
it back to shore. It was used in 
search operations. Two members 
of the party paddled out to the 
trot line where they found the 
body of John Guy, with a fish 
hook on the trot line caught in 
his shirt. Searchers believed that 
he might not have been able to 
free himself. 

The boy’s body was found 30 
feet nearer the bank than the 
bodies of the other two.

? Human Skulls Found in Jericho 
Reveal Art of 7,000 Years Ago

JERICHO, Jordan, April l— 
Seven human skulls upon which 
artists of the neolithic age, using 
a plaster-like substance, modeled 
lifelike features have been un- 
earthed in ancient Jericho. 

These are relics of persons who 
died* 7,000 years ago. But the 
culture, 
characterized by the use of pol- 
ished stone tools, were relative 
late comers to Jericho, one of the 
oldest. cities in the world.

Room for Transit 


Pittsburgh, Detroit, Chicago, New 
York, Nashville and Atlanta have- in 
‘common these days the problem of 
transit—of moving hundreds of thou- 
sands of residents from home to work 
or from home to shop and home again. 

The larger the city the more acute 
the problem, for dependency on public 
transit increases with the population. 


Privately owned transit systems 
complain of lack of profit because of 
high operating costs and a decline in 
passengers. The commuting public com- 
plains of high fares and the inadequate 
service. The city planners are worried 
because they know the future of the 
downtown areas depends on the suc- 
cess of mass transportation. 

Publicly owned transit systems face 
growing deficits. 

_ ad * 

The transit officials, the city plan- 
ners and the thinking public see the 
problem largely as one of engineering, 
of streets so congested with automobiles 
that busses and trolleys must move at 
a pace that would shame a horse-drawn 
hack. 

In the day of the horse car, even 
in the age of the street railways, the 
traffic jams did not exist. The public 
was almost wholly dependent on street- 
car and bus. When you went to work 
or to the ball park or the zoo, you took 
the trolley. And there was little to 
block its passage. 

Today the automobile has taken 
over. There are twice as Many Cars on 
Atlanta streets as there were in 1945. 
Each day 400,000 people pass through 
the downtown section. By 1980 the 
number is expected to double even as 
the population of metropolitan Atlanta 
doubles by that date. 

If we would avoid a hopeless snarl 
30 years from now, we must act today. 
Plainly, the situation is critical. It calls 
for drastic measures. 

To get rapid transit, at hours of peak 
loads we may have to assign certain 
streets to the exclusive use of the trol- 
leys and busses. Already there are 
those who suggest gasoline busses on 
the Expressways for through runs to 
the suburbs. Perhaps the next express- 
way planning should include an outside 


strip for busses.

A sensible way to approach any 
problem is to study the methods of those 
who have met the same problem with 
SUCCESS. 

For transit, we could look to Toronto, 
Canada, a metropolitan area of 1,200,000 
where public transit carries a million 
riders a day at the lowest fare struc- 
ture of any city on the continent. 

True, the Toronto system is publicly 
owned. But the engineering problems 
are the same. The commission ap- 
pointed to study the Atlanta situation 
might profit from a good look at the 
Toronto operation. 

We don’t want public ownership in 
Atlanta. We feel that private enter- 
prise can do the job. But new condi- 
tions call for a new approach. It be- 
comes increasingly evident that we can- 
not have a fast, convenient, reasonably 
priced mass transportaion without giv- 
ing it the right of way.

We May Be Facing 
More Truce Haggling 


The expected snags to lower ofti- 
mism of the West from Soviet Russia’s 
new peace propaganda already are 
showing themselves. And the change 
in tactics may prove to be temporary, 
too, if it does not produce the desired 
objectives. 

And there is evidence now that the 
soft words were designed to achieve 
two immediate objectives, disregarding 
whatever may be the long-range ones— 
resumption of the truce talks in Korea 
and to win propaganda advantages 
through posing as champions of peace. 

Communist proposals on the pris- 
oner of war issue barring a truce in 
Korea appeared at first to point to no 
serious obstacles to Western acceptance. 
Now we are not so sure. 

They propose to turn over all pris- 
oners listed as not wanting to return to 
Communist control to a neutral coun- 
try for repatriation. They have not yet 
named the neutral country. 

They: have attached to this a request 
that is loaded with dynamite, although 
it appears quite reasonable on its face. 
They ask that the Communists be per- 
mitted to give “explanations” to these 
prisoners who are afraid to return home 
with the expectation they will be won 
over and agree to return. 

‘. This could be interminable, with 
prisoners undergoing indefinite periods 
of what the Reds call “re-education” 
and what we might call coercion. Care- 
ful consideration would indicate that

this condition would be difficult to 
accept. 

So we may be in for another period 
of haggling, with the Reds believing 
they now have an advantage. If it de- 
velops in that way, we are exactly 
where we have been for two years—no 
better and no worse. :

The FBI Is Doing 


A Conscientious Job 


FBI Chief J, Edgar Hoovey’s report 
to Congress in which he outlined the 
methods now being used by Commu- 
nists in their subversive activities in 
this country is alarming. So is the fact 
that the incidence of spying, espionage 
and sabotage is on the increase. 


From the FBI’s standpoint, legisla- 
tion that in effect has outlawed the 
party in this country has made its job 
the more difficult. -The Reds have been 
driven underground and their devious 
methods of avoiding consequences of the 
new laws have added immeasurably to 
the FBI’s task. 


Despite this, however, Mr. Hoover 
believes the FBI has an accurate list of 
the Communist Party membership in 
this country. It totals 57,742 by latest 
count. While not a large figure, so 
many agents of a foreign government 
in our midst is no cause for comfort. 
They must be kept under constant watch 
to minimize the mischief they might do. 
All of them are spies or potential spies. 


The FBI continues to do its conscien- 
tious best in tracking down subversives 
in this country. Director Hoover and 
his men deserve great credit for. doing 
a tough, careful job. We will continue 
to place our trust in them instead of in 
McCarthy and the other witch hunters.

What We Don’t Know 
About Soviet Russia 


To some extent the thousands of 
words printed about Communist Russia 
are always in the realm of speculation. 
What we don’t know about that coun- 
try would fill many more columns than 
would what we do know. 


Harry Schwartz of The New York 
Times pointed this out in clear terms 
in a recent article in ‘that paper’s Sun- 
day magazine: 


It is a measure of our colossal 
ignorance of the Soviet Union that 
no citizen of the free world, not 
even those with access to the most 
highly classified intelligence re- 
ports, knows even so elementary 
a fact as whether Josef Stalin actu- 
ally died at the time and in the 
manner announced by the Kremlin. 
For all we know he may have died 
weeks earlier, and the reports of 
his good health, made by two In- 
dians and an Argentine shortly be- 
fore the announcement of his death, 
may have been based on their con- 
versations with a double. 


The mystery surrounding Sta- 
lin’s death is only one facet of our 
ignorance of the Soviet Union, its 
power or weaknesses and its inten- 
tions. Our astronomers know more 
about the geography of the moon 
than our intelligence specialists and 
policymakers know about the plans 
of Malenkov. Our historians know 
more about Genghis Khan or Alex- 
ander the Great than our govern- 
ment officials or journalists know 
about Malenkov or Beria. Our 
geologists know more about the 
origin of rocks and minerals hun- 
dreds of millions of years ago than 
we know about the status of Soviet 
atomic power today. The Iron Cur- 
tain, in short, is a grim reality, not 
a trite phrase. 


How true! And as one editorial 
writer phrases it, “To make matters 
worse, we have no faith at all in the old 
proverb which promised that what you 
don’t know won’t hurt you.”

Whistle, But Whistle While You Work 


David Lawrence 
British Explain 
Far East Policy 


WASHINGTON, April 12—It is an open 
secret here that relations between the 
United States and Great Britain are not as 
good as they ought to be, and that differ- 

’ “ ences on Far Eastern 
policy are at the root 
of the difficulty. So it 
is an important step 
when the British am- 
bassador to the United 
States makes a speech 
endeavoring to inform 
American public opin- 
ion on the British view. 

“One does not have 
to be long in this coun- 

ey try,’ says Sir Roger 
Makins, the new British ambassador, ‘‘to 
realize the depth of feeling which exists on 
certain aspects of British policy in the Far 
East but which, in our view, are secondary 
to the main issues. I refer, of course, to 
British recognition of Communist China and 
to British trade policy in regard to China.”’ 

Many Americans have doubtless forgot- 
ten that the United States from 1917 to 1933 
refused to give diplomatic recognition to 
the Soviet government and finally did so 
under the Roosevelt administration only by 
a formal agreement which definitely set 
forth certain pledges by the Russian gov- 
ernment not to allow her citizens to engage 
in subversive activities inside the United 
States—pledges that have been flagrantly 
violated since and warrant the movement 
in -Congress which demands that recogni- 
tion now be withdrawn because of a breach 
of faith. 

But what rankles in informed quarters 
in America is the impression that Great 
Britain, a working partner of the United 
States in world affairs, didn’t play ball with 
Washington and despite representations 
about delay from our State department 
went ahead on her own in January, 1950, 
with the diplomatic recognition of the Com- 
munists in China. 

As for British trade with the Commu- 
nists, the British ambassador minimizes it 
with this rather equivocal statement that 
since June, 1950: ‘‘No arms or munitions 
of war have ever been sold to the Chinese 
Communists from any British territory.’’ 

The question is what are ‘‘munitions”’ 
of ‘war and what is ‘British territory.” 
Ceylon is an independent member of the 
British Commonwealth and now supplies a 
huge amount of rubber to help make tires 
for military vehicles such as trucks which 
carry shells to kill.American boys in Korea. 
Also, the ambassador must know that what 
is exported to Russia from ‘“‘the sources 
controlled by the United Kingdom”’ helps 
to make the munitions that are supplied by 
Soviet Russia to the Chinese Communists— 
and Russia has now publicly admitted giv- 
ing that help. 

Only last Saturday, a London press dis- 
patch transmitted, an announcement that 
imports of natura] rubber by Soviet Russia 
were 17,500 tons, and imports by Commu- 
nist China were 11,500 tons in the first two 
months of 1953. 

We spend billions to train and equip a 
NATO army—but Soviet Russia gets war 
materials just the same.

No Panic Feared 
If Peace Comes 


NEW YORK—The stock market will be 
able to absgrb any sudden declaration of 
peace in the Far East and a lessening of 
the tension in Europe, exchange officials 
believe. 

It demonstrated its resiliency by a slight 
but significant rise after initial de- 
clines in the face of Russian peace over- 

tures. Stocks concerned 
: with national defense 
and the rearmament 
program had dropped 
as much as $ a share. 
In another generation 
there might have been 
panic in the making. 
But there was no 
panic, nor do men who 
know the markets best 
believe there can be one 
even if peace rumors 
are replaced with positive cessation of hos- 
tilities. 

One of them explained to me that this 
is true because the only resemblance be- 
tween the Wall Street of an eva of boom 
and the big bust, and the Wall Street of to- 
day is Gen. G. Washington’s statue and 
Trinity Church’s graveyard. 

The market collapsed during the term 
of Mr. Hoover, he pointed out, not because 
of Mr. Hoover but simply because we were 
a nation living on credit, extended and over- 
extended to a degree wherein true values 
were warped as completely out of line as 
the dreams of splendid cities rising from 
the undeveloped Florida bogs. 

The market failed to take into considera- 
tion this overexpansion of credit, and went 
that fatality one better by overexpanding 
the overexpansion. 

The mob psychology that inflated the 
market before the crash reacted just as vio- 
lently when the blow struck. The frantic 
flight of amateurs and semipros who were 
buying stocks on 10 and 15 per cent margin 
caused the earth to shake. 

Today’s market is essentially an invest- 
ment poo] rather than a speculative device. 
The Federal Reserve Board requires a 50 
per cent margin from investors. The mar- 
ket, in turn, has not kept up with the de- 
valuation of the dollar. 

The sales in the face of the first peace 
overtures were the most vigorous since the 
outbreak of the war in Korea. But it is 
the genera] consensus in Wall Street that, 
in a slap-happier day, they might have 
Started an avalanche, Last week they only 
rippled the surface. 

The feeling 1s that complete peace and 
vigorous disarmament are next to impos- 
sible in the world today. Therefore, we 
will continue to operate on what amounts 
to a war economy. 

The market will ‘‘take’’ peace also, in 
the opinion of its regulars, because its in- 
vestors are more intelligent today than they 
were in the Golden ’20s. There are more 
of them, they are protected by a series of 
federal-imposed and self-imposed checks 
and balances, and they can no longer be 
prey to the manipulations of a few ruthless 
traders.

Paul Was Tested 
By Many Perils 


What a world of meaning there is for 
the Christian in the great words of St. Paul’ 
“TI am persuaded, that (nothing) can sepa- 
rate us from the love of God, which is in 
Christ Jesus our Lord’ (Romans 8:38-39). 
This verse has been the text of innumerable 
sermons and the inspiration of countless 
lives. To know that & “iis e 
through all circum- SSS 
stances and in all con- % 
ditions God’s love is 
constant is to compre- 
hend a power for both 
time and eternity. 

But, you may say, 
these words were writ- 
ten by St. Paul and we 
are all acquainted with 
his profound faith and | 
deep trust in God. His- — 
tory has few parallels to Paul’s aggressive 
and complete surrender to’God. We exe 
pect him to write with the bold affirmas 
tion which this verse represents. 

Yet the trust represented by this verse 
was not something which Paul came easily 
to believe. His faith was tested by fire, for 
after his comversion to Christ’s way the 
path ahead was one of turmoil and struggle. 
Just a few months before Paul wrote the 
glowing words that nothing could separate 
a man from the love of God, he wrote of 
the dreadful experience which had attended 
his daring witness as Christ’s ambassador. 
I wish to quote fully his words so that the 
impact might be more fully realized. 


“Thrice was I beaten with rods, once 
was I stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck, 
a night and a day I have been in the deep; 
in journeyings often, in perils of waters, in 
perils of robbers, in perils of mine own 
countrymen, in perils by the heathen, in 
perils of the city, in perils of the wilder- 
ness, in perils of the sea, in perils among 
false brethren: in weariness and painful- 
ness, in watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often, in cold and naked- 
ness. Besides those things that are with- 
out, that which cometh upon me daily, the 
care of all the churches.” 

The last sentence has special meaning 
for Bible readers who are acquainted with 
the personality and theological problems 
which Paul was required to face in his 
leadership among the early Christian com- 
munities. Especially did the church at 
Corinth offer what must at times have 
seemed insurmountable difficulties. 

It is this recital of hardships which 
makes particularly significant Paul’s belief 
that nothin. nothing whatsoever, can sepa- 
rate a faithful man from the love of God. 
Having faced such dangers, he draws this 
conclusion. Having met, with God, these 
tragic hours, he surely knows whereof he 
speaks. 

Is it not true that the great testimonies 
of God’s loving companionship come from 
those who have faced the most trying dan- 
gers? It is easy enough for a person whose 
life has been carefully preserved from all 
difficulty to say that God is love. But 
when a person like Paul says so, that 
means something!

McCarthy promptly obtained 
reinstatement for one employee 
who had complained to him about 
*“‘security’’ conditions in the State 


department and who subsequent- 
ly was transferred to a less de- 
sirable job. 

This, according to many in- 
formants, was a signal for other 
*“‘soreheads’”’ to become “‘pipe- 
lines’’ to McCarthy and thus ob- 
tain a form of immunity from any 
disciplinary action by their su- 
periors. 


LITTLE HELP 


When the State department 
“backed down’’ on this discipli- 
nary case, other officials were 
certain they could expect little 
help from the President in resist- 
ing McCarthy’s incursions into 
their departments, and this has 
affected the morale of top-level 
officials as well as subordinates. 

The Voice of America has been 
a favorite, recent target for Mc- 
Carthy’s investigations, and one 
result has been to bring into the

POLICY LINE 

A recent development was 
Eisenhower’s declaration that he 
was willing to meet the Com- 
munists half-way on any genu- 
ine peace bids, and this was 
an important policy declaration. 

But well-informed Voice offi- 
cials said they had difficulty get- 
ting the President’s policy line 
into scripts prepared for broad- 
casting because subordinate em- 
ployees, noting McCarthy’s harsh- 
ness with alleged ‘‘softness’’ for 
Communists in previous broad- 
casts, now were inclined to make 
scripts even more anti-Commu- 
nist than they needed to be.

About $300,000,000 has been ap- 
propriated from the start of the 
program through this June 30. 
There are about 1,500 American 
technicians carrying out the 
work in 35 countries. They are 
mainly teaching people of those 
nations to develop their own sys- 
tem of farmer aid, public health, 
education, dam building and min- 
eral development. 


TRANSFER DUE 

‘Dulles said he thought the gov- 
ernment ‘‘can gradually get out 
of the business of handling activi- 
ties of that sort through public ap- 
propriations.”’

City’s Drug 
‘Hub Days 
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By ANNE GOWEN 


_ The days when Atlanta was the . ; : ‘ ” 
hub of illegal drug traffic in the 7 g 


Southeast are long gone, accord- 
ing to Maurice (Colonel Smokey) 
Helbrant, one of the narcotics 
agents who helped drive the dope 
peddlers out of the city in the 
middle ’30s. 

“Today I can walk the streets 
of Atlanta without seeing a single 
‘hop-head’—that’s what we call a 
dope addict. But it wasn’t always 
like that,’’ said Colonel Smokey. | 


Helbrant got his double nick- 
name while he was an under- 
cover agent in two other cities. 
“Smokey” was the alias he used 
while posing as an addict in New 
Orleans. He was made a ‘‘Ken- 
tucky colonel’ after he helped 
sweep dope peddlers out of 
Louisville, Ky. 

He left the narcotics service 
in 1940. ‘‘By that time it had lost 
a lot of its glamor,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
had to be actors and detectives 
back in the ’20s, but things have 
calmed down now so that it’s 
mostly desk work,’’ Helbrant 
said. He is still in government 
work, serving as field investi- 
gator for the Commerce Depart- 
ment’s Atlanta office. 


POSED AS ‘HOP-HEAD’ 


Colonel Smokey had to pose as 
a ‘‘hop-head”’ himself in order to 
reach the inner circle of At- 
lanta’s dope ring back in 1935. 
He drove around town in an open 
convertible with a nanny-goat in 
the back seat—a ‘“‘sort of trade- 
mark’’ which attracted attention, 
he said. 


“Within a few days everybody 
I wanted to feel like I’d been 
around quite a while would have 
sworn I’d been in town weeks at 
least,’’ Colonel Smokey said. 


One of his hangouts was .a 
Piedmont Avenue junkyard where 
his goat could get a free lunch 
while Colonel Smokey was un- 
covering evidence against the 
dope-peddlers. 


The goat served its purpose, but

the convertible was the colonel’s 
undoing. 

He had obtained the car from 
federal liquor control officials 
who had confiscated it from a 
bootlegger. One of the dope sus- 
pects recognized it and the word 
spread fast across the under- 
world. 


SECURED CONVICTIONS 

“They wouldn’t even talk to 
me, much less sell me heroin 
after that,’’. Helbrant said. ‘‘But 
information I had picked up 
around the junkyard led later to 
conviction of the dope peddlers I 
was investigating.”’ 

Helbrant says Atlanta has been 
a “clean city’ since around 1936. 
He credits this to hard work and 
vigilance on the part of city and 
federal narcotics officers. 

However, if there is another 
full-scale war, the ranks of. drug 
addicts here and elsewhere prob- 
ably will increase, Helbrant said. 

“Youngsters get used to ex- 
citement, and when it lulls they 
seek it from narcotics. That’s the 
worst place in the world to look,”’ 
the colonel commented. 

Other interesting anecdotes in 
Helbrant’s colorful career are re- 
lated in his book ‘Narcotic 
Agent,’’ recently published in re- 
print editions.

Spring Cleaning

Washable Surfaces Ease Cleaning Chores 


You’ve scoured the baths and 
the linens, but spring cleaning’s 
scarcely begun. 

Almost any room is bound to 
have curtains or draperies unless 
it’s Towser’s domain. Naturally 
these rules apply all over the 
house. 

To test curtains for soil, hold 
several folds together. If this 
shows dinginess not visible on 
a single layer, don’t wait. Cur- 
tains sieve sooty dirt from the 
air, so two tubbings in fresh 
suds are advisable. 

For cotton wash and rinse by 
hand or machine. Avoid rub- 
bing, wringing or twisting. Use 
bluing if desired; starch light- 
ly unless permanently crisp. If 
a stretcher is used, set slightly 
shorter and narrower than orig- 
inal measurements to allow for 
shrinkage—especially for lace.

Fox hunting, 
the way it is done by Georgia practioners, is a fairly sedentary 
sport anyhow. Sitting on a windy hillside listening to the dogs 
run doesn’t keep the blood circulating at a great rate, and even 
if the old wool windbreakers the huntsmen wear were warm 
enough, do they have any dash? 

I feresee a great rush by members of the fox-hunting frater- 
nity to stock up on tartan and satin-lined shooting capes. There’s 
another angle that might please the revenuers, too. A fox hunter 
wearing a Scotch plaid shooting cape probably wouldn’t want to 
be caught drinking Georgia corn. It wouldn’t be suitable. He'd 
have to have Scotch, if anything, and that carries revenue 
stamps. You could almost say a tweed shooting cape would be 
patriotic. 

If this cape trend is going anywhere, however, there should 
be some special consideration given summertime capes for South: 
erners. The British designers are canny enough to see that our 
boys couldn’t go out to the drive-in movie or entertain a repre- 
sentative from the main office in doeskin. It calls for something 
cooler. How about batiste? Or perhaps pastel nylon? If it’s a 
return to Old-World elegance the British are wanting for us, they 
might even send our menfolk some white linen capes, secured 
at the neck by black string ties. (Made long and full enough, it 
might be that you could get by with nothing but a pair of bathing 
trunks under them.) 

It has been suggested that the return of the cape could brook 
the return of Sir Walter Raleigh-type chivalry to our civilization 
and the first thing you know men will be standing up and giving 
their seats to women on busses again. 

Personally, I doubt it. In fact, I don’t believe the evening 
cape will ever replace the wool hat in Georgia.

producing children, other things 
being equal, you shelve anxiety 
about health—and begin to 
brood about being childless. 
That condition, per se, becomes 
your constant worry and intol- 
erable frustration. 

You have a notion at this 
writing that all your fears 
would fade if someone can 
guarantee fair treatment of an 
adopted child under your aegis. 
That is missing the point. The 
problem is your habitual emo- 
tional tension which, if relaxed, 
would remove the principal hin- 
drance to pregnancy.

Because symptoms usually 
are the same, physicians find it 
more feasible to group these 
diseases under the title, upper 
respiratory infections (UFI). 

The nose and throat are most 
susceptible to infection. Involv- 
ment of the nasal passageways 
leads to sneezing and a feeling 
of congestion or obstruction. 
At first the passageway is 
blocked; later, obstruction sub- 
sides but drainage is more pro- 
fuse. 


Because the openings leading 


to the sinuses and ears are 
located along this passageway, 


these structures. As a result, 
Sinusitis and middle ear infec- 
tions may occur. 

These complications are more 
likely to arise in those who 
blow the nose hard enough to 
eliminate every drop of mucus.

Sniffing is more what nature 
might order but is not ethical in 
polite society. In this manner, 
the mucus drops down the back 
of the throat and thereby fol- 
lows the normal drainage sys- 
tem. On reaching the stomach, 
the germs are killed by the gas- 
tric’ acid. 

Pain is a more common mani- 
festation of sore throat. It 
varies from slight scratchiness 
to distress so severe that swal- 
lowing is torture. The throat is 
reddened and may or may not 
be swollen. Tonsilitis frequently 
co-exists and occasionally ab- 
scesses form. When infection 
travels from the throat into the 
larynx and bronchi, coughing or 
hoarseness ensues. In bronchi- 
tis, the membrane lining the 
bronchi is inflamed and swollen. 

Pneumonia frepresents an ex- 
tension of infection from the 
bronchi into the walls of the air 
sacs. This is not more serious 
because it involves the frame- 
work of the lungs. 

Respiratory infections tend to 
subside spontaneously, hence it 
is unwise to employ medicines 
that might make treatment 
worse than the disease. It is for 
this reason that most physicians 
recommend salicylates, nose- 
drops, steam inhalations, and 
bed rest to relieve symptoms 
without interfering with the
